Mission; Talnanto, Formosa, The pamphlet, 
which isteprinted fiom the Scottith Geogra- 
PAlcal Magasine for August, 1896, and con- 
talns a good map of the island, sketches the 
geographical and physical features of Formosa, 
Noting the absence of good harbours on. its 
rockbound coasts, the lofiy mountain ranges in 
the Interior and on tho East coast, the climate and 
Productions, Little or no:hing, however, ls sald 
of the aborigines who are so Iltle known and 
of such peculiar {ntcreat to the anthropologist, 
Trom the fact that they are head-hanters and 
appear to be more Malayan than Mongollan in 
thelr features, customs,‘and general characteris.
